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economic engines to flourish, even as tourism 
dipped in other parts of the country. 


Now, as snowbirds have returned and others are 
making holidays travel plans, hotels and tour- 
ism experts report a noticeable bump. Miami — 
and Florida — have grown even more popular 
since borders were opened earlier this month to 
international travels, though plans and logistics 
could be upset by the emergence of the new CO- 
VID-19 omicron variant. 





“The moment the borders and the flights were 
reopened in November, we started to see book- 
ings from Europe and South America,” said 
Milton Sgarbi, a vice president at 1 Hotel South 
Beach, one of Miami’s most luxe oceanfront re- 
sorts. 


“We had bachelorette parties, we had reunions, 
we had weddings, not as big as we used to have in 
the past, but small weddings almost every week- 
end. Last weekend, we had three weddings.” 


Despite the pandemic, the high-end hotel flour- 
ished in 2021 with leisure travelers. Normally, 
they see an even mix of business and leisure, but 
he expects the business market will pick up in 
2022, along with the international tourists 


Karen Aguilar came to Miami in November — 
just weeks after the borders reopened — to enjoy 
the sun from Bucaramanga, Colombia. 


“You have to come and enjoy the views, the 
beaches, the people. It’s very friendly and yeah, 
[II be back,” she said. 


Miami and Florida typically have an even mix of 
domestic and international tourism, but with the 
borders closed because of COVID-19 in 2021, 
cities launched massive marketing campaigns 
courting U.S. tourists who were tired of being 
cooped up. 


“Domestic tourism came back like gangbusters,” 
said Rolando Aedo, of the Greater Miami Con- 
vention & Visitors Bureau. “We expanded our 
market share of domestic visitors driven partially 
by the fact that Florida and Miami were open 
when others weren’t and there was a lot of pent- 
up demand.” 


While much of the country was shut down, sev- 
eral new hotels opened up in Miami; airlines 
including Southwest and JetBlue added Miami 
routes for the first time; and Aedo said the na- 
tion’s cruise capital of Miami broke ground on 
new port terminals to meet demand as several 
cruise lines, including Virgin, recently came on- 


board here. 


Miami is also expanding as a destination: In ad- 
dition to perenially popular South Beach, the 
burgeoning art district known as Wynwood has 
become a top draw. Wynwood officials estimate 
nearly 6 million visitors will have checked out 
the trendy area in 2021, up from roughly 5 mil- 
lion in 2020. 


Chic new restaurants and boutique shops 
opened all year long in Wynwood, where most of 
the buildings and sidewalks are covered in grand 
technicolor murals. “TripAdvisor even named 
Wynwood one of the coolest hipster destinations 
in the U.S. 
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Maxwell, Epstein were ‘partners in crime, prosecutor says 


(AP) — Ghislaine Maxwell 
and Jeffrey Epstein were 
“partners in crime” who 
made the sexual abuse of 
teenage girls since at least 
1994 seem normal and ca- 
sual, a prosecutor told ju- 
rors Monday at the open- 
ing of Maxwell's sex traf- 
ficking trial. 


Assistant U.S. Attorney Lara 
Pomerantz said that Epstein 
and Maxwell, a British so- 
cialite, enticed girls as young 
as age 14 to engage in “so- 
called massages” by shower- 
ing them with money and 
gifts before they were sexu- 
ally abused. 


The prosecutor sought to 
make clear to a jury of 12 that 
there was no confusion about 
whether Maxwell, Epstein’s 
longtime companion, was his 
puppet or accomplice. 


She described the 59-year- 
old woman as central to Ep- 
stein’s sex abuse scheme, 


which prosecutors say lasted 
over a decade. 





“She was in on it from the 
start. The defendant and 
Epstein lured their victims 
with a promise of a bright fu- 
ture, only to sexually exploit 
them,” Pomerantz said. 


Maxwell “was involved in 
every detail of Epstein’s life,” 
the prosecutor said. “The de- 
fendant was the lady of the 
house.” 


Even after Maxwell and Ep- 
stein stopped being romanti- 
cally involved, the pair “re- 
mained the best of friends,” 
Pomerantz said. 


She said Maxwell “helped 
normalize abusive sexual 
conduct” by making the 
teenagers feel safe and by tak- 
ing them on shopping trips 
and asking them about their 
lives, their schools and their 
families. 


The prosecutor spoke from 
an enclosed plastic see- 
through box that allowed her 
to take off her mask. Max- 
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well, wearing a cream-col- 
ored sweater and black pants, 
was at times writing and pass- 
ing notes to her lawyers. 


A defense lawyer was to fol- 
low the prosecutor's open- 
Ing. 


The openings came in the 
afternoon, after hours in the 
morning were lost to ques- 
tions about whether two pro- 
spective jurors could work 
throughout the six weeks the 
trial is projected to last. 


During the morning, Max- 
well gazed frequently at her 
sister, who was seated in the 
front row of a spectator sec- 
tion diminished in space by 
coronavirus restrictions. 


One prospective juror was 
dismissed after he acknowl- 
edged he’d had to listen to 
someone he knew who was 
“passionate” about the case. 
Another juror’s employment 
was in jeopardy until the 
judge contacted the employ- 
er to speed the process of ap- 
proval for the juror’s service. 


Maxwell — who once dated 
the financier — is accused of 
acting as Epstein’s chief en- 
abler, recruiting and groom- 
ing young girls for him to 
abuse. The charges against 
her stem from the allegations 
of four women who say she 
and Epstein victimized them 
as teens from 1994 to 2004. 


Pomerantz said the abuse oc- 
curred at Epstein’s homes, 
including his estate in Palm 





Beach, Florida; his posh 
Manhattan townhouse; a 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, 


ranch; a Paris apartment; and 
a luxury estate in the Virgin 
Islands. 


Epstein killed himself at a 
Manhattan federal lockup in 
August 2019, a month after 
his arrest on sex trafficking 
charges. Authorities charged 
Maxwell in July 2020, arrest- 
ing her after tracking her to a 
$1 million New Hampshire 
estate where she had been 
holed up during the corona- 
virus pandemic. 


Maxwell has pleaded not 
guilty and vehemently de- 
nies wrongdoing. She has 
been jailed in Brooklyn since 
her arrest, calling the claims 
against her “absolute rub- 
bish.” Maxwell’s lawyers and 


family say she was Epstein’s 
pawn, now paying “a blood 
price” to satisfy public desire 
to see someone held account- 
able for his crimes. 


The wealthy, Oxford-educat- 
ed Maxwell is the daughter 
of British newspaper mag- 
nate Robert Maxwell, who 
died in 1991 after falling off 
his yacht — named the Lady 
Ghislaine — near the Canary 
Islands. Robert Maxwell, 
whose holdings at the time 
included the New York Daily 
News, was facing allegations 
that he had illegally looted his 


businesses’ pension funds. 


Ghislaine Maxwell holds 
U.S., British and French citi- 
zenships and was repeatedly 
denied bail in the run-up to 
her trial. 





Biden vaccine rule for health workers blocked in 10 states 


(AP) — A federal judge 
on Monday blocked Presi- 
dent Joe Biden’s admin- 
istration from enforcing 
a coronavirus vaccine 


mandate on thousands of 
health care workers in 10 
states that had brought 


the first legal challenge 
against the requirement. 


The court order said that the 
federal Centers for Medicare 
& Medicaid had no clear au- 
thority from Congress to en- 
act the vaccine mandate for 





providers participating in the 
two government health care 
programs for the elderly, dis- 
abled and poor. 


The preliminary injunction 
by St. Louis-based U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Matthew Schelp 
applies to a coalition of su- 
ing states that includes Alas- 
ka, Arkansas, Iowa, Kansas, 
Missouri, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Wyoming. 
Similar lawsuits also are 
pending in other states. 


The federal rule requires 
COVID-19 vaccinations for 
more than 17 million work- 
ers nationwide in about 
76,000 health care facilities 
and home health care pro- 
viders that get funding from 
the government health pro- 


grams. Workers are to receive 
their first dose by Dec. 6 and 
their second shot by Jan. 4 


The court order against the 
health care vaccine mandate 
comes after Biden’s admin- 
istration suffered a similar 
setback for a broader policy. 
A federal court previously 
placed a hold on a separate 
rule requiring businesses 
with more than 100 employ- 
ees to ensure their workers 
get vaccinated or else wear 
masks and get tested weekly 
for the coronavirus. 


Biden’s administration con- 
tends federal rules supersede 
state policies prohibiting vac- 
cine mandates and are essen- 
tial to slowing the pandemic. 


But the judge in the health 


care provider case wrote that 
federal officials likely over- 
stepped their legal powers. 


“CMS seeks to overtake an 
area of traditional state au- 
thority by imposing an un- 
precedented demand to 
federally dictate the private 
medical decisions of millions 
of Americans. Such action 
challenges traditional notions 
of federalism,” Schelp wrote 
in his order. 


Even under an exceedingly 
broad interpretation of fed- 
eral powers, “Congress did 
not clearly authorize CMS to 
enact the this politically and 
economically vast, federal- 
ism-altering, and boundary- 
pushing mandate,” Schelp 


wrote. 
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For cop who shot Daunte Wright, will ' Wrong gun plea work? 


(AP) — When a suburban 
Minneapolis police offi- 
cer shot and killed Daunte 
Wright in April, her reac- 
tion on body-camera vid- 
eo seemed to instantly es- 
tablish the key facts of the 
case: “I grabbed the wrong 
(expletive) gun,” Kim Pot- 
ter said. “Pm going to go 
to prison.” 


But legal experts say a convic- 
tion for Potter, who says she 
meant to pull her Taser, isn’t 
as certain as 1t might seem — 
at least on the most serious 
charge she faces, first-degree 
manslaughter. Jury selection 
begins Tuesday. 


The shooting of Wright, a 
20-year-old Black man, by 
the white officer sparked in- 
tense protests in Brooklyn 
Center just as nearby Min- 
neapolis was already on edge 
as that city's fired officer 
Derek Chauvin was on trial 
in George Floyd’s death. 


The concrete barriers, chain- 
link fencing and National 
Guard soldiers that sur- 
rounded the courthouse for 
that trial are gone, but en- 
hanced security will be in 
place for Potter’s trial — with 
fewer entry points and the 
closure of a parking garage. 


Potter, who resigned two days 
after the shooting, says she 
made an innocent mistake 
when she reached for her pis- 
tol instead of her Taser. But 
prosecutors, including the 


leader of the team that got 
Chauvin convicted for mur- 


der, say Wright's death was 
manslaughter and that Potter, 
an experienced officer who 
was trained to know better, 
should go to prison. 





The big questions for the 
jury will be whether Potter's 
actions rose to recklessness 
or culpable negligence, as the 
law reguires. Defense attor- 
neys also argue that Wright 
was responsible for his own 
death because he tried to 
drive off from a traftic stop 
and could have dragged an 
officer to his death if Potter 
hadn't intervened. 


“What we have basically is 
an innocent mistake,” de- 
fense attorney Earl Gray 
said in a preview of his argu- 
ments. “That she wasn’t cul- 
pably negligent and that she 
didn’t cause the death of Mr. 
Wright. He caused his death 
himself.” 


According to the complaint, 
the officer Potter was train- 
ing, Anthony Luckey, told 
Wright they stopped him the 
afternoon of April 11 for the 
air freshener hanging from 
his rear-view mirror and the 
car’s expired license plate 
tabs. Luckey then found an 
arrest warrant for a weapons 
violation. They went back 
to arrest him, joined by Set. 
Mychal Johnson. 


Wright obeyed Luckey’s or- 
der to get out. But as Luckey 
was handcuffing him, Wright 
pulled away and got back in. 
As Luckey held onto Wright, 
Potter said “TII tase ya.” The 





video then shows Potter, 
holding her handgun in her 
right hand and pointing it at 
Wright. Again, Potter said, 
“Pll tase you,” and then two 
seconds later: “Taser, Taser, 
Taser.” One second later, 
she fired a single bullet into 
Wright's chest. 


“(Expletive)! I just shot him. 
.. I grabbed the wrong (ex- 
pletive) gun,” Potter said. A 
minute later, she said: “I’m 
going to go to prison.” 


Prosecutors allege that Potter 
committed first-degree man- 
slaughter by causing Wright's 
death while committing a 
misdemeanor crime, namely 
recklessly handling a gun, 
when death was reasonably 
foreseeable. The second- 
degree manslaughter count 
alleges that she acted with 
culpable negligence. Neither 
charge requires the intent to 


kill. 


Prosecutors suggested in pre- 
trial filings that Potter should 
not have even used her Taser. 
Police probably could have 
found Wright later so the of- 
ficers should have let him 
drive away, they suggested. 


Experts agree that drawing 
a firearm instead of a stun 
gun is rare. To avoid confu- 
sion, officers typically carry 
their stun guns on their weak 
sides, by their nondominant 
hand, and away from hand- 
guns carried on their strong 
side. That's how Brooklyn 
Center officers are trained 
and how Potter had her duty 
belt arranged. And there are 
several obvious differences 
between the two weapons. 
For one thing, a Taser is yel- 


low. A Glock is all black. 


Joe Friedberg, a local defense 
attorney who isn't connected 
to the case, said Wright's at- 
tempt to drive off when Offi- 
cer Johnson was partly inside 
the car would have been suf- 
ficient grounds for Potter to 
shoot and kill him intention- 
ally — and that is enough to 
acquit, he said. 


Mike Brandt, another local 
defense attorney not con- 
nected with the case, saw it 
differently. He said it's clear 
Potter mishandled a firearm 
— an element of the first- 
degree manslaughter charge 
— though the jury might 
struggle with whether she 
did so recklessly. The “culpa- 
ble negligence,” or taking an 
unreasonable risk, 1s easier to 
prove, making second-degree

Brandt said. 


In one of the best-known cas- 
es of grabbing a gun instead 
of a Taser, a transit officer in 
Oakland, California, killed 
22-year-old Oscar Grant in 
2009. Johannes Mehserle 
was sentenced to two years in 
prison for involuntary man- 
slaughter. 


Oakland civil rights attor- 
ney John Burris, who won a 
$2.8 million settlement for 
Grant's family, said Taser 
mix-ups have dwindled since 
police across the country 
stepped up stun-gun training 
after Grant's death. 


Burris said he thinks Potter 
had the right to use reason- 
able force and could get cred- 
it from the jury for intending 
to use her Taser. And if that 
happens, he said, the best 
the prosecution might get 
is a conviction on the lesser 
charge. But if the jury agrees 
she should not have used her 
Taser at all, he added, they 
might find it was first-degree 
manslaughter. 


Still, if Potter comes across 
as remorseful, she’ll get em- 
pathy that could result in an 
acquittal or hung jury, Burris 
said. 


“These are tough cases,” he 
said. “A lot of emotion comes 
in a case like that. If an officer 
did not intend to kill some- 
one, that officer is going to be 
highly emotional. That emo- 
tion is going to have an im- 
pact on jurors.” 





Attorneys are expected to 
screen jurors closely for their 
attitudes on the sometimes 





likely, 
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ra 
destructive protests that oc- 
curred in Minneapolis after 
Floyd’s death. Question- 
naires sent to potential ju- 
rors asked about their views 
of those protests and others 
over the past two years, as 
well as whether they partici- 
pated, had been injured or 
suffered property damage, or 
knew anyone who had. 


Similar questionnaires were 
used in the Chauvin trial, 
where jury selection took 11 
days, and his attorney repeat- 
edly asked potential jurors 
whether they could set aside 
strong public opinion and 
deliver a fair verdict. 


The trial timeline for Potter 
sets aside at least six days for 
jury selection, with opening 
statements no sooner than 
Dec. 8. 


Zaynab Mohamed, com- 
munity advocacy manager 
for the Minnesota chapter of 
the Council on American- 
Islamic Relations, was among 
the activists who repeatedly 
demonstrated outside the 
home of the county prosecu- 
tor who originally had Pot- 
ter’s case to demand murder 
charges be filed. That didn’t 
work, but the prosecutor 
eventually handed the case 
over to Attorney General 
Keith Ellison’s office. 


Mohamed said people are 
“more energized than they 
ever were.” She said an ac- 
quittal for Potter would mean 
another outpouring. 


“I think there will be a level 
of anger, and people will take 
to the streets like they did 
after the murder of George 
Floyd,” she said.

Belarusian leader accuses Lithuania of dumping dead migrants 


(AP) — Belarusian Presi- 
dent Alexander Lukash- 
enko on Monday accused 
Lithuanian authorities 
of dumping the bodies of 
migrants on the border 
between the two coun- 
tries — a claim rejected 
by Lithuania amid soaring 
border tensions between 
Belarus and its European 
Union neighbors. 


Lukashenko also warned that 
his country will stand sguare- 
ly behind its ally Russia if the 
Ukrainian authorities launch 
an offensive against Mos- 
cow-backed rebels in eastern 
Ukraine. He tried to cast the 
tensions over migrants as part 
of a purported Western plot 
against Belarus and Russia. 


Lukashenko said at a meeting 
with his top military brass 
that Belarusian border guards 
found the bodies of two mi- 
grants left on the border over 
the weekend. 


“They put a dead body, or, 
probably, a person who is still 
alive, in a sleeping bag and 
toss 1t on the border,” Lu- 


kashenko exclaimed. “What 


an abomination!” 


Lithuania’s State Border 
Guard Service rejected the 
Belarusian claim, saying that 
Belarusian authorities have 
repeatedly tried to stage and 
direct beatings, the crippling 
or even deaths of migrants, 
while blaming Lithuania for 
such “inhumane treatment.” 





Lukashenko also charged 
Monday that Belarusian bor- 
der guards also found several 
other freezing migrants who 
were barely alive at an aban- 
doned farmhouse near the 
border with Lithuania. 


The EU has accused Lukash- 
enko of waging a “hybrid at- 
tack” against the bloc, using 
desperate migrants as pawns 
and tricking them into trying 
to cross into EU members 
Poland and Lithuania to de- 
stabilize the entire bloc. The 
EU says that is Lukashenko’s 
revenge for EU sanctions 
imposed on Belarus after its 
brutal crackdown on democ- 
racy protesters. 


Belarusian authorities have 
denied the accusations and 


shot back at the EU, accusing 
it of failing to offer safe pas- 
sage to migrants. Since Nov. 
8, a large group of migrants, 
mostly Iraqi Kurds, has been 
stranded in Belarus at a bor- 
der crossing with Poland, 
trapped amid freezing tem- 
peratures as forces from the 
two countries face off. Most 
of the migrants are fleeing 
conflict or hopelessness at 
home, and aim to reach Ger- 
many or other Western Euro- 
pean countries. 


On Monday, Lukashenko had 
a call with Russian President 
Vladimir Putin in which they 
talked about the situation on 
Belarus’ border with Poland, 
according to the Kremlin. 


The Belarusian leader also or- 
dered military officials Mon- 
day to raise troop readiness in 
view of NATO maneuvers 
near Belarusian borders. 


Lukashenko dismissed West- 
ern concerns about alleged 
Russian plans to invade 
Ukraine, which also borders 
Belarus, saying that Moscow 
would have let him know 
about it if it had such inten- 





tions. But echoing statements 
from the Kremlin, he warned 
Ukrainian authorities that 1f 
they try to use force to re- 
claim areas controlled by 
Russia-backed separatists in 
Ukraine's eastern industrial 
heartland known as Donbas, 
Belarus would stand squarely 
with Russia. 





“If they try to launch a small 
war in Donbas or somewhere 
on the border with Russia, 
Belarus will not stay aside, 
and it's clear whose side it 
will take,” he said. 


Belarusian Defense Minister 


Lt. Gen. Viktor Khrenin said 
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in the “medium term” Be- 
larus and Russia will conduct 
joint drills to protect Belarus” 
border with Ukraine. 


Ukrainian authorities have 
voiced concerns that Rus- 
sian troops could use Be- 
larusian territory to invade 
Ukraine. The Kremlin has 
denied plans to launch such 
attack and accused Ukrainian 
authorities and their Western 
backers of making the claims 
to cover up their own alleg- 
edly aggressive designs. 





French honor for Josephine Baker stirs conflict over racism 


(AP) — On the surface, it's a powerful mes- 
sage against racism: a Black woman will, for 
the first time, join other luminaries interred 
in France’s Pantheon. But by choosing a U.S.- 
born figure -- entertainer Josephine Baker — 
critics say France is continuing a long tradi- 
tion of decrying racism abroad while obscur- 
ing it at home. 


While Baker is widely appreciated in France, the 
decision has highlighted the divide between the 
country's official doctrine of colorblind universal- 
ism and some increasingly vocal opponents, who 
argue that it has masked generations of systemic 
racism. 





Baker's entry into the Pantheon on Tuesday is the 
result of years of efforts from politicians, organiza- 
tions and public figures. Most recently, a petition 
by Laurent Kupferman, an essayist on the French 
Republic, gained traction, and in July, French Pres- 
ident Emmanuel Macron announced Baker would 
be “pantheonized.” 


“The times are probably more conducive to having 
Josephine Baker’s fights resonate: the fight against 
racism, antisemitism, her part in the French Re- 
sistance,” Kupferman told The Associated Press. 
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“The Pantheon is where you enter not because 
you're famous but because of what you bring to 
the civic mind of the nation.” 


Her nomination has been lauded as uncontrover- 
sial and seen as a way to reconcile French society 
after the difficulties of the pandemic and last year’s 
protests against French police violence, as George 
Floyd's killing in the U.S. echoed incidents in 
France involving Black men who died in police 
custody. 





Baker represented France’s “universalist” approach, 
which sees its people as simply citizens and does 
not count or identify them by race or ethnicity. The 
first article of the constitution says the French Re- 
public and its values are considered universal, en- 
suring that all citizens have the same rights, regard- 
less of their origin, race or religion. 


In 1938, Baker joined what is today called LICRA, 
a prominent antiracist league and longtime advo- 
cate for her entry in the Pantheon. 


“She loved universalism passionately and this 
France that does not care about skin color,” LICRA 
President Mario Stasi told The Associated Press. 
“When she arrived from the United States, she 
understood she came from a ‘communautaurist’ 
country where she was reminded of her origin and 
ethnicity, and in France, she felt total acceptance.” 


Universalists pejoratively call opposing anti-racism 
activists “communautarists,” implying that they 
put community identity before universal French 
citizenry. Radical anti-racist groups, meanwhile, 
say that France first needs a reckoning with system- 
ic racism — a term that is contested here — and the 








specific oppression experienced by different com- 
munities of color. 


The term “communautarist” is also used to de- 
scribe American society, which counts race in of- 
ficial censuses, academic studies and public dis- 
course, which is taboo in France and seen as reduc- 
ing people to a skin color. 


For Rokhaya Diallo, a French commentator on is- 
sues related to race, “universalism is a utopia and 
myth that the republic tells about itself that does 
not correspond to any past or present reality,” she 
told The AP “For Black and non-white people, the 
Republic has always been a space of inequality, of 
othering through the processes triggered by colo- 
nization.” 


Lawyers, activists and academics have chronicled 
discrimination in police violence, in housing and 
in employment in France, notably against people 
with African or Arab origins. Universalists say this 
isn’t a structural part of French society, however, 
identifying racism as a moral matter and not in- 
scribed within the state. 


Kévi Donat, a Black French guide who gives tours 
of Black Paris, said Baker is the “most controver- 
sial” figure he highlights in his tours, in part be- 
cause she initially earned fame in France for danc- 
ing in a banana belt that “played into stereotypes 
around Black and African people.” 


“Sometimes Josephine Baker is used to say “in the 
U.S. there was racism, (but) all these Black Ameri- 
cans were welcomed in France,” meaning we're 
ahead, that we don't have that problem here,” Do- 
nat said. 
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Xiomara Castro de Zelaya, Honduras” 1st female president? 






Xiomara Cas- 
tro de Zelaya, the wife of 
ousted former president 
Mel Zelaya, has taken a 
commanding lead in Hon- 
duras” elections, capping a 
12-year effort.

If preliminary tallies from 
the election Sunday are con- 
firmed, Castro de Zelaya 
would become the Central 
American country’s first fe- 
male president. 


Her victory would also mark 
the return of her family to 
the presidential residence 
that they were ousted from in 
a 2009 coup. 


The 62-year-old, three-time 
candidate has long said, “the 
third try is the charm.” 


She grew up in the capital, 
Tegucigalpa, but moved to 
her husband’s rural prov- 
ince of Olancho, known for 
its cattle ranches, when the 
couple wed. 


Together they raised four 
children, and during her 
husband's 2006-2009 tenure, 
she played a relatively minor 
role, overseeing programs for 
women and children. 


But 1t was after the 2009 
coup, which forced her hus- 
band into exile, that Castro 
de Zelaya came to the fore- 
front. With Mel Zelaya run- 
ning a sort of government in 
exile in Costa Rica and later 
in Nicaragua, it was up to his 
wife to lead the string of pro- 
tests demanding his return 
and re-instatement. 


By the time Zelaya formed 
the Libre, or Free Party, Cas- 
tro de Zelaya’s popularity was 
evident among followers of 
the movement. Besides, the 
country’s Constitution pro- 
hibited her husband from 


running for re-election. 


Since 2013, the first time she 
ran, Castro de Zelaya has been 
the principal thorn in the side 
of Juan Orlando Hernández, 
the current president who 
won elections in 2013, and 
then gained the blessings of 
the country's supreme court 
to run for re-election in 2017. 


Castro de Zelaya ceded her 
candidacy in 2017 to Salva- 
dor Nasralla, a TV person- 
ality who ran at the head of 
an opposition coalition, and 
claimed to have narrowly de- 
feated Hernández. 


After a protracted election 
filled with irregularities in 
2017, protesters filled the 
streets and the government 
imposed a curfew. Three 
weeks later, Hernändez was 
declared the winner despite 
the Organization of Ameri- 
can States observation mis- 
sion calling for an election 
re-do. At least 23 people were 
killed. 


Since then, Castro de Ze- 
laya’s movement has focused 
laser-like on getting Hernán- 
dez out of office. 


Hernández became a nation- 
al embarrassment with U.S. 
federal prosecutors in New 
York accusing him of run- 
ning a narco state and fuel- 
ing his own political rise with 
drug money. Hernández has 
denied it all and has not been 
formally charged, but that 
could change once he leaves 
office. 





Castro de Zelaya sees it as a 
campaign to free her country. 


“Honduras has been de- 
scribed as a narco-state be- 
cause of the mafia that gov- 
erns us, and we have also been 
described as the most corrupt 
country in Latin America,” 
Castro de Zelaya said at a re- 
cent campaign event. “People 
of Honduras, now is the time 
to say enough of the misery, 
poverty and exclusion that 
our country suffers.” 


But Castro de Zelaya will 
also have to overcome dis- 
trust caused by Mel Zelaya’s 
sometimes headstrong and 
erratic governing style during 
his 2006-2009 administra- 
tion. 


Luis León, the director of 
the Netherlands Institute for 
Multiparty Democracy in 
Honduras, said despite the 
bad blood between Libre and 
the long-dominant National 
and Liberal parties, Castro de 
Zelaya and her husband will 
have to be open to listening 
to others. 


“It seems to me that the Libre 
party 1s clear that they should 
co-govern, because if they act 
autocratically, there would be 
a high level of ungovernabil- 
ity,” León said. 


The Libre party “would not 
risk closing the doors to dia- 
logue and giving other parties 
a piece of the pie, in its first 
administration,” León said. 
“It will be a flexible govern- 
ment, so that 1t can survive its 
first four years and go on to 
be a viable option in 2025.” 


Late Sunday, Castro prom- 
ised a permanent dialogue 
with the Honduran people 
and said beginning Monday 
she wanted to open conversa- 
tions with all sectors of soci- 
ety and international organi- 
zations to seek solutions for 
the Central American coun- 
try, which 1s recovering from 
two major hurricanes, trou- 
bled by gangs and enduring 
corruption and high poverty. 





Food, gas prices pinch families as inflation surges globally 


(AP) — From appliance 
stores in the United States 
to food markets in Hun- 
gary and gas stations in 
Poland, rising consumer 
prices fueled by high ener- 
gy costs and supply chain 
disruptions are putting a 
pinch on households and 
businesses worldwide. 


Rising inflation is leading to 
price increases for food, gas 
and other products and push- 
ing many people to choose 
between digging deeper into 
their pockets or tighten- 
ing their belts. In develop- 
ing economies, it's especially 
dire. 


“We've noticed that we're 
consuming less,” Gabor Par- 
di, a shopper at an open-air 
food market in Hungary's 
capital, Budapest, said after 
buying a sack of fresh vegeta- 
bles recently. “We try to shop 
for the cheapest and most 
economical things, even if 
they don’t look as good.” 


Nearly two years into the 


COVID-19 pandemic, the 
economic impact of the cri- 
sis is still being felt even after 
countries raced out of debili- 
tating lockdowns and con- 
sumer demand rebounded. 
Now, another surge of infec- 
tions and a new coronavirus 
variant, omicron, are lead- 
ing countries to tighten their 
borders and impose other 
restrictions, threatening the 
global economic recovery. 


Omicron has raised new 
fears that factories, ports and 
freight yards could be forced 
to close temporarily, putting 
more strain on global com- 
merce and sending prices 
even higher. 


“A new round of infections 
could further aggravate sup- 
ply chains, putting even more 
upward pressure on infla- 
tion,” said Rubeela Faroogi, 
chief U.S. economist at High 
Freguency Economics. 


The economic reverberations 
are hitting central and East- 
ern Europe especially hard, 


where countries have some 
of the highest inflation rates 
in the 27-nation European 
Union and people are strug- 
gling to buy food or fill their 
fuel tanks. 


A butcher at the Budapest 
food market, Ildiko Vardos 
Serfozo, said she's seen a 
drop in business as custom- 
ers head to multinational 
grocery chains that can offer 
discounts by buying in large 
wholesale quantities. 


“Buyers are price sensitive 
and therefore often leave us 
behind, even if our prod- 
ucts are high quality. Money 
talks,” she said. “We notice 
that inflation is not good for 
us. ... Tm just glad my kids 
don’t want to continue this 
family business, I don’t see 
much future in it.” 


In nearby Poland, Barbara 
Grotowska, a 71-year-old 
pensioner, said outside a dis- 
count supermarket in the 
capital of Warsaw that she’s 
been hit hardest by her gar- 


bage collection fee nearly tri- 
pling to 88 zlotys ($21). She 
also lamented that the cook- 
ing oil she uses has gone up 
by a third of its price, to 10 
zlotys ($2.40). 


“That’s a real difference,” she 
said. 


The recent pickup in infla- 
tion has caught business lead- 
ers and economists around 
the world by surprise. 


In spring 2020, the coronavi- 
rus crushed the global econ- 
omy: governments ordered 
lockdowns, businesses closed 
or slashed hours and fami- 
lies stayed home. Companies 
braced for the worst, cancel- 
ing orders and putting off in- 
vestments. 


In an attempt to stave off eco- 
nomic catastrophe, wealthy 


countries — most notably 
the United States — intro- 
duced trillions of dollars 


worth of government aid, an 
economic mobilization on a 
scale unseen since World War 


II. Central banks also slashed 
interest rates in a bid to revive 
economic activity. 


But those efforts to jump- 
start economies have had 
unintended consequences: 
as consumers felt more em- 
boldened to spend the money 
they had received through 
government assistance OT 
low-interest borrowing, and 
vaccine rollouts encouraged 
people to return to restau- 
rants, bars and shops, the 
surge in demand tested the 
capacity of suppliers to keep 
pace. 
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(AP) - Lee Elder, who broke down 
racial barriers as the first Black 
golfer to play in the Masters and 
paved the way for Tiger Woods 
and others to follow, has died at 
the age of 87. 


The PGA Tour announced Elder's 
death, which was first reported 
Monday by Debert Cook of African 
American Golfers Digest. No cause 
was given, but the tour confirmed El- 
der’s death with his family. 


He had been in poor health and wore 
an oxygen tube beneath his nose 
when he appeared at the opening of 
the Masters in April. The tour said 
he died early Sunday in Escondido, 
California. 


“Lee was a good player, but most im- 
portant, a good man who was very 
well respected by countless people,” 
Jack Nicklaus wrote on his Twit- 
ter account. “The game of golf lost a 
hero in Lee Elder.” 





A Texan who developed his game 
during segregated times while cad- 
dying and hustling for rounds, Elder 
made history in 1975 at Augusta Na- 
tional, which had held an all-white 
tournament until he received an in- 
vitation after winning the Monsanto 
Open the previous year. 





Elder missed the cut at his first Mas- 
ters but forever stamped himself as a 
groundbreaking figure in a sport that 
had never been known for racial tol- 
erance. 


Twenty-two years later, Woods be- 
came the first Black golfer to capture 
the green jacket, launching one of the 
greatest careers in golf history. 


“Lee Elder was a pioneer, and in so 
many ways,” Nicklaus said. “Yes, he 
was the first black golfer to play in the 
Masters Tournament, but that simply 
underlined the hard work Lee put in 
to further the cause of everyone who 
has a dream to play on the PGA Tour 
and perhaps thinks there were too 
many barriers before them.” 


After his record 12-stroke victory in 
1997 — the first of five Masters and 
15 major titles that Woods has won — 
he reflected on the contributions of 
Black golfers such as Elder and Char- 
lie Sifford. 





“I thought about those guys coming 
up 18,” Woods said that evening. “I 
said a little prayer and said thanks. I 
wasn’t the first. I wasn’t the pioneer. 
I thank them. I think that’s why this 
victory is even more special. Lee, be- 
cause of what he did, I was able to 
play here. Because of Charlie, I was 
able to play on the PGA Tour. I lived 
my dream because of those guys.” 


This past April, in the wake of social 
justice protests that roiled the nation, 
the Masters honored Elder by having 
him join Nicklaus and Gary Player 
for the ceremonial opening tee shots. 


Elder’s poor health prevented him 
from taking a swing, but he held up 
his driver proudly at the first tee, 
clearly moved by the moment. 


“For me and my family, I think it was 
one of the most emotional experienc- 
es that I have ever witnessed or been 
involved in,” Elder said. 


“That morning, you could see the joy 
in Lee’s face,” Nicklaus said Monday. 
“Gary Player and I were honored to 
enjoy that moment with him.” 


Fred Ridley, chairman of Augusta Na- 
tional and the Masters, called Elder “a 
true pioneer in the game of golf.” 


“Lee was an inspiration to so many 
young men and women of color 
not only through his play, but also 
through his commitment to educa- 
tion and community,” Ridley said in 
a statement. “Lee will always be a part 
of the history of the Masters Tour- 
nament. His presence will be sorely 
missed, but his legacy will continue 
to be celebrated.” 


Elder got into golf as a caddie, since 
that essentially was the only conduit 
Black people had to be permitted on 
the course. He was able to polish his 
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game while serving in the Army and, 
after his discharge, joined the United 
Golf Association Tour for Black play- 
ers in the early 1960s. 


He developed into one of the UGA's 
best players, winning 18 of 22 tourna- 
ments in one dominating stretch, but 
meager prize money made it tough to 
earn a living. Finally, at the age of 33, 
Elder was able to afford PGA qualify- 
ing school, where he earned his first 
tour card for the 1968 season. 


The highlight of his rookie year was 
a memorable loss to Nicklaus on the 
fifth hole of a sudden-death playoff 
at Firestone Country Club in Akron, 
Ohio. 


Elder would go on to capture four 
PGA Tour victories and eight more 
wins on the PGA Tour Champions 
for 50-and-over players. He played in 
all four major championships, tying 
for 11th at both the 1974 PGA Cham- 
pionship and the 1979 U.S. Open. 


His best finish in six Masters appear- 
ances was a tie for 17th in 1979. 


But Elder’s impact on the game went 
far beyond wins and losses, even 1f 1t 
took decades for his legacy to be fully 
appreciated. 


Elder was 40 when he played in his 
first Masters, so many of his prime 
years already stolen from him by the 
scourge of racism. 


The PGA had a Caucasian-only rule 
until 1961 — 14 years after Jackie 
Robinson broke baseball's color bar- 
rier. It took another 14 years before 
the Masters finally invited a Black 


player. 


Last year, before the pandemic-de- 
layed Masters was played in No- 
vember for the first time, Augusta 
National formally recognized Elder's 
enormous contributions by setting up 
two scholarships in his name at Paine 
College, a historically Black school in 
the east Georgia city. 


The club also invited him to take part 





in the ceremonial tee shot with Nick- 


laus and Player at this year's Masters. 


Sadly, he was not able to take it. El- 
der watched from a chair at the first 
tee as Nicklaus and Player made their 
swings. 


But Elder was deeply moved just to 
be in their company at such a hal- 
lowed spot. 


Past Masters champions Bubba Wat- 
son and Phil Mickelson, both in their 
ereen jackets, made sure they were 
there for the ceremony. So was Cam- 
eron Champ, one of four players of 
Black heritage on the PGA Tour. 


“It’s a great honor, and I cherish it 
very much, and I will always cherish 
it,” Elder said. 


Added Nicklaus, “It was long over- 
due.” 


Robert Lee Elder was born on July 
14, 1934, in Dallas, Texas, the young- 
est of 10 children. 


His father was killed in action during 
World War II when Elder was 9, and 
his mother died three months later. 
He was taken in by an aunt, Sarah, 
when he was 11 and lived for a time 
in Los Angeles before returning to 
Texas. 


That was about the time Elder played 
a full 18-hole round for the first time, 
stoking his love for golf even more. 


He caddied, hustled games when- 
ever he could and further developed 
his skills in the Army while serving 
under a golf-loving colonel who as- 
signed him to a special unit where he 
could play regularly. 


Elder knew Robinson, who died 
in 1972, and was close with Hank 
Aaron, who endured racist threats 
throughout his stellar baseball career, 
particularly as he approached what 
was Babe Ruth’s home run mark. 


Aaron hit his record-breaking 715th 
homer on April 8, 1974. 
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
